To Hold Job Rights 
Guardsmen Have 
Obligations 


National guardsmen and 
reservists who have to be 
absent from their jobs in 
order to perform their an- 
nual training duty have cer- 
tain obligations if they want 
their job rights protected, 
according to a U, S, De- 
partment of Labor official. 

Harvey Driscoll, reg-~ 
ional director of the De~ 
partment’s Bureau of Vet- 
erans Reemployment} 
Rights, said in Atlanta this, 
week that guardsmen and} 
reservists must request 
leave of absence in order 
to have the reemployment 
protection afforded by fed- 
eral law for military duty. 

“Employers are obli- 
gated to grant leave of ab- 
sence to guardsmen and 
reservists for annual mili- 
tary training purposes. 

‘The law now prohibits 
employers from requirirg 
their employees to take 
their vacations at thesaime 
time annual military train-|{ 
ing is scheduled,” Driscoll; 
continued. 

He said that employees 
are entitled to reemploy- 
ment with such seniority, 
status, pay and vacation as 
they would have had if they

the sake of the past; it 
merely remembers the 
past for the heritage which 
it has left us - one of 
gracious living,’’ 

Greensboro, aside from 
its many  ante-bellum 
homes, is a center of reli- 
gious history too, The Ala- 
bama State Baptist Con- 
vention was organized here 
on October 28-29, 1823, At 
this meeting there were 
15 messengers from seven 
missionary societies who 
met ‘‘too promote mis« 
sions, education and closer 
co-operation among the 
Baptist Churches of Ala- 
bama.’’ Also. St. Paul’s 
Church in 
Greensboro, organized in 
1830, is one of the three 
pre-diocesan Episcopal 
parishes of the State. The 
present Church building 
was started in the early 
1840's and in 1843 it was 
consecrated, At this 
Church Nicholas Hamner 
Cobbs was elected first 
Bishop of Alabama.
